Is the school licensed? To be 
granted a license in Michigan the 
school must come up to certain 
minimum standards of health, 
sanitation, safety, personnel, pro- 
gram, records kept and _ teacher 
qualifications. 

Is the teacher well- qualified? A 
good teacher’ should -have special 
training for teaching little child- 
ren. She should be a wholesome, 
healthy and“friendly person who

What ‘kind of program is fol- 
lowed. It should provide for daily 
_free play in- 
doors, creative activities, stories, 
music development of good habits 
in eating, dressing, toileting, 
washing and sleeping.

Are the physical facilities of. 
the school satisfactory? There 
should be plenty of space both in- 
side and outside for all days act-' 
ivities for all the children. The 
space must have fresh air, sun- 
light and adequate’ supervision. 
The building should be warm, | 
clean and safe. Equipment should 
include climbing bars, swings and 
tricycles to build strong bodies 
and good motors skills. It should 
include toys for playing _ house, 
blocks ,clay, large crayons, paints, 
books pictures, musical  instru- 
ments and simple, durable, easily 
cleaned furniture. 

It is important to check  care- 
fully the kind of place in which 
your little child will spend gever- 
al hours a day during an impor- 
tant learning period. A poor nur- 
sery may do more harm than good.

CONTROY WILD CARROTS 
BY SPRAYING 


Lc 

September is a month for farm- 
ers in this area to spray wild car- 
rots and gain excellent control 
the following season according to 
agronomists Keith Barrons and L. 
L. Coulter of the Dow Chemical 
Company. 

Roadsides, vacant lots and ditch 
banks in Charlevoix county are 
filled with this troublesome weed 
at this time of the year. The wild 
carrot may also be found invading 
the alfalfa fields and will certain- 
ly represent a source of seed for 
further infestation. Mowing the 
wild carrots before spring is -sug- 
gested to get rid of the weeds. 
Spraying with 24D should follow 
mowing in about two weeks. One 
treatment will give reasonable 
control. 

- The wild carrot in the county is 
one that affects all farmers. Ed 
Rebman county agent, | suggests 
that neighbors get together and 
cooperate on this program. A 
‘group of neighbors could spray all 
of the road banks and vacant lots 
which would reduce the amount 
of seed infestation for next year.

ANSWERS "QUESTION 
OF VITAMIN LOSS. 
IN CANNED JUICES 


During this season when fresh 
citrus fruits are not as plentiful 
as they will be in. a few months, 
many homemakers turn to canned 
citrus. fruit juices, but wonder | 
whether they are getting the some 
amount of vitamin C. 

Roberta Hershey, ‘extension nu- 


‘College, answers the question of 
‘whether vitamin C is destroyed 
by heating the juices for canning. 

Modern methods of commercial 
canning have greatly. increased 
the percentage of vitamin C that 
may be saved. Experiments show 
that amost all of the precious vita- ! 
min is retained in canned juice. 
However, there may be some loss. 
during storage if the tempera- 
ture of freight cars, warehouses, ; 
or groceries is too high. This ap- | 
pies to your own home _ storage. 
:Canned goods should be stored in 
a cool cupboard. 

Many homemakers also ask Miss 

Hershey dbout the loss of vitamin 
after the can is opened. Here 
again the temperature as well as 
the air are the enemies of vitamin 
C. It-is best to open the cans with 
a small three-cornered © opening 
and keep this opening tightly 
plugged. If possible, keep it at a 
temperature below 50 degrees 
Fahrenheit and there will be a 
minimum amount of loss of the 
vitamin C, 
Don’t be afraid to store the. 
juice in the tin can in which it is 
purchased. It is quite all right to 
leave foods in the original can af- 
ter they have been opened. They 
should, however, be kept very 
cold to prevent spoilage.

Economists List 
Custom Rates For 


Corn Picking Job 


Farmers planning. to pay. for 
eustom work in their corn harvest 
or do custom harvesting for oth- 
ers can get a pretty good idea of 
‘average rate for this year from 
rates charged in the past two 
years. Michigan State College ag- 


ricultural economists expect only 


slight changes from rates report- . 


ed in an extensive survey in 1948. 
{ Custom rates for picking corn 
were reported for both 1 and 2- 
row pickers. The 2-row pickers 
were used chiefly in the southern 
part of the state. 

The most common rates for 1- 
row pickers were $5 per acre or 
per hour. Farmers reported lower 
rates for 2-row pickers but only on 
an acre basis. The most. common 
rate was $4. Same farmers report- 
er furnishing one or two wagons 
with the picker, but the custom 


rates were about the same wth or | 


without wagons. 


Custom rates for field chopping 


of corn were given only on an 
hourly basis. Most. common rates 
were listed as $8 an hour for 
chopper and blower with ‘one or 
two men, two wagons and one 
tractor; and $9 an hour if. two 
tractors were used. Rate for two 
or three men with wagons or 
trucks and two tractors was $10 
an hour.

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MACARTHUR: 
: Truman Applies Gag 


' The now famous nete ‘ef Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur to the Veter- 
‘ans of Foreign Wars, which Pres- 
ident Truman personally ordered 
withdrawn, gave the people of the 
U.S. the almost. unparalleled spec- 
tacle of a President telling .an 
American general to mind his own 
business and leave foreign policy 
to the White House. 

In his note General MacArthur 
declared Formosa is vital to 
America’s far east defenses and 
must remain in non-Communist 
hands. He went so far as to say 
that many did not understand ‘‘the 
pattern of oriental psychology to 
respect and follow aggressive, res- 
olute, and dynamic leadership.” 

To pursue any. other course than 
holding our Pacific positions would 
expose our friends in the orient 
- “to the lustful thrusts of those who 
‘stand for slavery against liberty, 
‘for atheism as against God.’’ The 
:general’s idea is that Formosa 
should be included in our Pacific 
positions. 

In personally ordering the note 
withdrawn, the President set forth 
the official American policy—the 
United States has no designs on 
Formosa,. we are guarding it to 
keep the war from spreading, and 
its future as a former Japanese ter- 
ritory is a subject for international 
settlement. 

Republicans, however, quickly 
made political meat of the note 
and put it into the congressional 
record, Observers also were of the 
opinion Communist nations would 
use it as propaganda expounding 
U.S. ‘imperialistic’ designs upon

POLITICS: _ 
What’s The Issue? 


An unusual, almost unique, situ- 
ation has developed on the Ameri- 
.can political scene. In the midst of 
war, with the highest number of. 
employéd in several years, with 
prosperity ata new peak, congress 
must ‘adjourn soon so many of its 
members can campaign for reelec- 
tion. But the question is: What 
will be the issues? 

Four months ago there were a 
‘number of issues, Among them. 
were such questions as reduced 
spending, slashing or increasing: 
armed forces, and communism 
with the government. Many of those 
campaign issues have been cast 
aside and others must be found to 
take their place. Criticism of the 
conduct of the war seems the most 
likely. 

The senators and representatives 
are ‘faced with another question. 
Should they go home to campaign 
now, or wait until the international 
picture has cleared and the Korean 
war has reached a definite phase? 
They will be criticized whatever 
they do. 

The political picture is further 
confused for a smashing pre-elec- 
tion. victory in Korea could.-give the 
Democrats immediate needed sup- 
port and would knock the Repub- 
licans’ campaign of criticism of the 
war’s conduct into the ash can. 

It is one of the most unusual situ- 
ations ever to face a congress, 


CASUALTIES: 
Climb to 100,000 


The Korean war is now in its 
third month. In this time the war 
has taken a toll of more than 100,- 
000 killed, wounded or missing on 
both sides. 

It is a rough estimate, obser- 
vers reported, with nothing _ offi- 
cial from North Korean sources, 
and United States losses are not 
up to date. 

The estimate was broken down as 
follows: 

North Korean losses — frontline, 
50,000; killed and wounded by straf- 
ing and bombing front, 20,000; 
losses among guerrillas and in sea 
actions, 10,000; civilians killed or 
wounded by long-range bombing at- 
tacks as announced by North Kor- 

ean radio at Pyongyang, 11,582. 
UN losses — American casualties 
(unofficials and estimated by sev- 
etal sources which were not named), 
more than 500; South Korean battle 
losses, more than 20,000; South ‘Kor- 
ean civilians, but no _ possible 
estimate.

10 Million Benefit

British Troops Arrive 


Crack British troops—1,500 strong 
landed in Korea as U.N. forces 
continued to battle an increased 
Communist offensive from the 
north in the area of Pohang. 


The British reinforcements were 
from Hong Kong and had heen 
in training for mountain fighting 
for 16 months. They will operate 
under the command of Lt. Gen. 
Walton H. Walker, commander .of 
U.N, ground forces in Korea. 


Meanwhile, bitter fighting on the 
east coast continued, in what mil- 
itary observers reported as a 
move by the invaders to cut in 
behind the vital communication 
center of Taegu. Frontal assaults 
on U.N. positions in that area re- 
peatedly failed in recent weeks. 

The Reds were reported using 
40,000 troops along the™ jagged | 
northern front, slipping strong pa-' 
trols through the mountains to with- 
in 18 miles of Taegu. — 

In the ‘air, United States planes 
continued to pound Red supply and.| 
manufacturing centers and give’ 
close support to ground forces.

A New Trend 


A new trend of thought has ef-.|- 


fused from the Korean war. It is 
based on the assumption that the 
struggle now has entered the criti- 
eal stage and the battle lines are 
fairly well stabilized, and, that the 


men in the: Kremlin now. must know 


beyond question that North Korean 
forces are doomed to defeat. 


The new thought is simply this: 
The Communists have decided what 
‘their next major move is to be and 
are getting set to make it. 

Western diplomats. believe the 
Soviets and their satellites have 
three courses open to them at this 
point, 

First, they may occupy North. 
Korea in an effort to prevent the 
U. S. - U. N. forces from crossing 
the 38th parallel and moving in 
close to Manchuria and the Russian 
port of Vladivostok, | — 

Second, being confronted with the 


prospect of a North Korean de- 


feat, they may make an effort to 
settle the fighting in some. manner 


‘acceptable both to Russia and the 


west. 

Third, they may send armed 
forces into the fight on the side of 
the North Koreans in open defiance 
of the U.N.
